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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: of the following reasons. Applicant argues that 
Babinec fails to teach the amount of water should be added and water as a blowing agent As previously discussed in the Office Action 
mailed on 03/09/2006, the water content is recognized as a result-effective variable, differences in water content will not support the 
patentability of subject matter encompassed by the prior art unless there is evidence indicating such water content is critical or provides 
unexpected results. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to use 
the water in the range instantly claimed motivated by the desire to effect coalescing and welding of the beads to foam the article. Nothing 
in the claims is specific about water as a blowing agent, therefore, it is not necessary for Baninec to teach water as a blowing agent. 
Applicant argues that Babinec fails to teaches a support capable of being mounted on a wheel rim within a tire. The arguments are not 
found persuasive for patentability because such capability would be inherently present. The foamable article of Babinec meets all the 
structural limitations as required by the claims. The foamable article comprises a diene elastomer having a molar ratio of diene units of 
less than 15%, a blowing agent and water. Therefore, it is not seen that the foamable article could not be capable of being mounted on a 
wheel rim within a tire as like material has like functional property. The 112 claim rejections will be withdrawn in view of the present 
amendment. The art rejection based on WO 00/37517 will not be withdrawn until a translation of the French Application FR 00/05346 is 
submitted. Applicant cannot rely upon the foreign priority paper to overcome this rejection because a translation of said paper has not 
been made of record in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .55. See MPEP § 201 .15. 
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
